DIED OFF THE HORN

Captain Townsend of Ship Eska-
sonia Met Fate,

FELL FROM THE FORE TOP

Mantanita Limping Down the River—
San Francisco Steamers Bar Bound
Here—Georgina Made Port Yesterday
—Northwest Has Narrow Escape,

After a long and arduous voyage of
188 days from Antwerp to the Columbia
river, the British ship Eskasonia, in
part eargo, crossed in to this harbor at
11 o'clock yesterday morning, with her
flag at Jalf-mast in respept to the
memory of her dead ecaptain, Thomas
Townsend,

From “30 to 50" East and West of
the “Horn™ the Eskusonia had fearful
weather, At its very height, directly
off Cape Horn, the master of the ship
had occasion to go aloft, to sight and
speak, if possible, a ship steering to the
eastward, He went up the fore rigging
and was busy trying to make out the
stranger, when, from some unaceount-
able cause, his foot slipped and his
body Shot out and down the sixty feet
of space with awful suddemness and
rapidity, He came down like a shaft,
without turning or leaning one way or
the other, and struck the deck within
five feet of the foremast, and sank to
the woodwork, unconscious, Everything
that human care and ingenuity could
devise for his relief was done instantly
and conseeptively, but without avail;
he lived for one single hour, then ceas-
ed to breath. It is thought by some that
he was addicted to heart disease with-
out having knowledge of the presence
of the dread disease, but this is dis-
claimed by his wife, who was with him
on the voyage, and the theory has been
abandoned by all on board. He never
uttered a sound after reaching the deck
mor gave any sign of consciousness, The

awful jar seemed to drive existendge
from him and to put out of motion and
time the great life-holding ongmus in
one fell moment,

At the carnest solicitation of his de-
voted wife, the body was not buried at
ses, but was skillfully encased in ce-
ment and packed in an airtight box,
and broughp on th this portl from
whence it will be taken to San Fran-
cisco and Oukland, the home of the
Townsends, The dreadful disaster oe-
curred on the 25th day of August last
in Lat, 56:30. Long, T0:20. and almost
due South of the terrible Horn, the
death beacon of ten thousand lives, and
the dreaded Jand-mark of the world's
mariners,

Chief Mate W, McBurney, the
navigntor on board the unhappy vessel,
at onee took charge of the ship and
brought her through continned storms
and head winds, to her port of destina-
tion, as only a good sailor could do,
safely and successfully, to his own great
eredit and the good fortune of her own-
ers, His erew of tweniy-four people
stood fast by the mew eaptain, the
stricken widow and her little four.yvear
old daughter, and save for the long
stress of bad weather up the 5000 miles
of American coast, and a few aceidental
losses as to gear ete., ete, nothing fur-
ther of moment, happened.

The Chief Officers will make due re-
port of the ship. trip. and loss to the
proper authorities here, and proceed to
Portland at the first available moment,
for loading outwanl for Europe,

The Eskasonia has been off this bar
for the past 10 days, with Bar Pilot
W. E. Howes on board, but could not
make it in owing to severe weather,
